T h e arrangement of the North 
Eastern 
Boundary question appears to fiad more favor 
as its term^s become more accurately kiiown. 
Still, we have no authentic information as to 
4tli or indeed any of its terms. 
!Bul it ap- 
pears that the objections ui^^ed by some to 
the arrangement on the ground that it would 
'fldd lo the relative military means of Great 
Britain in the event of a war, have been very 
«atiw.actorily answered. 


It is believed, too. that, independently ol 
general equivalents which the Treaty gives 
aa a whole, the strip of territory which 
we 
concede to Great Britain is amply paid for 
by tbe navigatioa of the St Johns. 
It is not 
true, as it appears, that we have no access 
i o that river except above the fails. 
By the 
Araatook, which empties into the S ^ John's 
below the falls, we can send to market the 
timber «faich alooe gives value to that pa-t 
of Maine. 
The timber which is sent down 
ihe Madawaska can be fluated over the falls. 


{t has not been taken into consideration 
l^r^aps, that the territory with a population 
p f two thousand souls, which we acquire on 
;fhe western boundary of Maine, is also a val- 
uable equivalent for the territory surrender- 
ed. 
In any estimate made of the military 
advantages of tbe arrangement, it must 
also 
¿ e recollected that, since the iate war, we 
have m ide an excellent mditary road from 
Bangor, through Houlton, to i\Jars Hill, and 
can thus, at once, send any number of troops 
or stores into the Ndrthero part of Maiue, 
and cift oft'th* communication between N e w 
Brunswick aod Canada. The road was con 
«trucled with a view to this object, and in 
consequence of the experience of the last 
war. It thds appears that the Web$ter 
Treaty 
is for aught that we yet know to the contra* 
ry, one tp^t will stand tba lest of time and 
scrutiny.
